And the most 
coverted of all such degrees is an 
English Eniversity B.A.; and yet, 
at the moment, we have no more 
than two‘hundred and seventy 
Chinese students in Groat Bri- 
tain, and of these only one is up 
at Oxford. 

Osher nations have quickly re- 
alised the importacce of Chinese 
education to their own commarce 
ia China, and bave framed their 
plans and policies accordingly. 

Th United States Government 
has not left one. thing undons to 
encourage tho Chinese to follow 
their stadies in America: and in 
consequence there ara between 
four aud five thousand studies in 
the universities, schools and 
workshops of thea U.S.A. at the 
present moment... 

The Freoch Géveroment, in 
addition ta remitting the batanca 
of the Boxer Indemnity, has 
recently decided to subsidise the 
Institute des Heutes’ Etudes 
Chinoises io Paris, and to allot 
£10000 per annum to the crea- 
tionand upkeep of a branch of 
the University of Paris at one of 
the Chinese Universities. And 
in France there are two thousand 
Chine3a students. 

Tt is,not only our allies, bow- 
ever, who are alive tothe bonefils 
to be derived from educatiog the 
Chinese according to their own 
national ideals, 

Germany also had envisaged 
the principle, and, despite 
post-War conditions, bas made 
adequate arrangements for the 
teception of Chinese students et 
her universities. The first dozon 
of these students arrived in Berlin 
some time ago, and are. being 
foltowed rapidly by others in far 
greater numbers. - : 

The fact. which must be borne 
in mind is thatthe students, who 
are azeking to complete their 
education overseas, are the very 
pick of Young China. who to- 
morr@r will hold office as govern- 
ment officials, politicians, lawyers, 
professors, scientists and roer- 
chants. 

They are leaving China at the 
most impressionable age, when 
the mind is like wax in the hands 
of the skilful moulder. In these

Wu’s Coup. 

Telegrams acriving from the 
Northern capital yesterday 
morning notified a big victory for 
Wah Pai-feo, one of the ‘messages 
statif that “Chang Ts>-lin has 
been most completely defeated in 
a battle tothe south of Peking.” 
Some of the reports made this 
dificult to understand. The 
Fengties cravps, distributed along 
ridges. neer Changsintien, ad- 
vanced gcainst the Chibli liae, 
which broke. Prisonara were 
captured by the Fengtien forces, 
but, these turned out to be 
Honanese of inferior quality. 
Still, the advantage at this point 
appeared to be all on the side of 
Fengtien,the only intimation to 
the contrary being a brief men- 
tion of stiffening resistance on 
the Chibli side. A later and 
fuller report explained how 
Wo turned the tables on his 
adversary, giving some colour to 
the claims made oa his behalf as 
asirategist. The Honanesé troops 
wera a stalking-horse. Having 
Iutled the enemy into a false 


sense of confidence, Wu sent an} 


advance party to the zear of the 
Fengiien forces, and then de- 
livered a heavy frontal attack, 
concentrating the defenders’ at- 
tention in thatdirection. Simul- 
taneously he despatched 6 
substantial force to join up 
with the advance guard ia the 
rear. “All night long” the 
attack from the front was 
pressed,” says the report: and 
evéatually. Endiog himself in 
danger of being hemmed-in, the 
Fengtien commander ordered ao 
retreat, as mang of-bis soldiers as 
could escaping by tratn. Shortly 
afterwards the Chibli forces com- 
pletaly occupied Changsintien. 


Effect of the Victory. 


t is tearned, from American 
official sources, that the Chihli 
forces have also been successful 
at Machang. while other reports 
credit thern with scoring by the 
banks of the Han-ho, “indicatiag 
a smashing victory along 
the. whole line.” In addition, 
a Reater despatch from 
Peking announces that Wo's 
troops have surrounded 
capital, and that Chang’s army 
intbat quarter bag been scattered, 
Particulars of the engagement 
will be awaited with great atten- 
tion for the fight to be sifted upon 
the number of troops engaged, 
casualties, and-- prisoners. It 
stould be understood that, heavily 
as Wu bas scored, Chang’s main 
army Was not participating, jf the 
accounts of his forces are auy- 
where ovar correct. The Man- 
charian War Lord has bé@n re- 
peatedly credited with an army of 
| 300,000 strong. Probably not more 
then a quarter were in the area 
where the fighting toox place. 
It was Chang's action in 
Isending them soatbward that 
caused, or precipitated, the con- 
flict. What the Yangtze com- 
mander has accomplished, jadg- 
ing by the accounts, is to score 
a brilliant initia! success, and 
one which cannot fail-to have 


a large influence upon Chang’s 
future. As Wu says in grephic 
metaphor. he has “cut ‘off the 
head” of his adversary’s army. 
This much is reasonably cer- 
tain, that the Man- 
churian " dictator will ‘be 
chary of sending raore troops 
to the south of the Wall. 
His Canton ally announced by 
Mandate on Thursday that the 
expedition to the North was 
starting.
